William Laidlaw, president of the 
Woman Board of Directors. 


Mrs. Laidlaw, in naming the 
nominating committee on the’ elec-. 
tion of officers for the coming 
year, stated ‘very distinctly that 
she could not possibly be a can 
didate for the office of president 
next year, but when the commit- 
tee returned and announced their 
choice of directors they, said they 
were loathe to accept her resigna- 
tion, and would leave her name up 
in the hope that she would con- 
tinue in office. Directors appoint- 
ed were Mrs. A. C. Reynolds, Mrs. 
Harriett Fleming, Mrs. H. M. 
Shattuck of Ontario, Mrs. Frank 
Newell, Mrs. W. B. Gemmill of 
Mountain View; Mrs. John D.

Miss. Janet Stone, general sec- 
retary, in giving her report, ac- 
knowledged with gratitude the 
great benefit received from: the 
cooperation of the Woman’s Board, 
Merton E. Hill, principal of Chaf- 
fey, and all the leaders who give 
voluntary service, and how mich 
she appreciated the “get-together” 
feeling that ~- existed.in their “re. 
‘ationships. : ‘ : 

“The uit of the organization,” 
said Miss Stone, “is to co-operate 
with the home-and school in pro- 
ducing well-balanced girls, and 
the aim for next year will be to 
even more closely keep in touch 
with the mothers and schools. 
There are 750 girls in the organ- 
ization, 66 leaders and 37 clubs, 
and we have to show, beside these 
girls, all of normal healthy ten- 
dencies, fond of school and home, 
which is ovr greatest asset, a girls’ 
club room at Chaffey, Camp Coni- 
fer, where we have genuine camp 
life for several weeks during the 
holidays, the girls’ cabin in Bar- 
rett’s Canyon, and the girls’ club 
house in the foothills, our latest 
achievement.” ; 

Merton E. Hill gave a brief talk. 
in which he said that he had 
noticed a distinct improvement in 
the last two years, as compared to 
the previous ten years, in the at- 
titude of the girls towards their 
civic responsibilities and _ their 
citizenship, and heartily endorsed 
the endeavors of the organization 
and congratulated the board on 
what had been accomplished. 

The treasurer’s report was given 
by Mrs: Laidlaw for the year end- 
ing March, 1925. Total receipts 
were $1,521.66, and expenditures 
$1,398.38, showing. a balance of 
$213.33 on hand April 1st. In May 
a check for $833.30 was received 
as the proportion due from the 
Ontario Community Chest drive, 
and $10 was sent from the Cuca- 
monga Woman’s Club.

When a man has put his heart into his 


work, said Emerson, he is relieved and gay, 


but what he has done otherwise shall give 
him no peace. It has become traditional of 
Charles Dickens how he laughed and cried 
over his novels. After he had finished David 
Copperfield he wrote a preface that no read- 
-er could possibly believe it more than he be- 
lieved it when he wrote it. This attitude is 
what did more, possibly, to make the noted 
Englishman the great writer that he was than 
any other trait. 

Preaching recently on ‘‘The Individual and 
His Work,’’ a> wetl-known minister pointed 
out that a man not only must put himself in 
his toil but should require of that toil the 
things which go to make the life of the work- 
er worth the living. This reciprocal plan in- 
cludes more than those material compensa- 
tions which man has come to expect. It in- 
eludes a sense of satisfaction in something: 
well done, gradual acquirement of that edu- 
cation which only work, coupled with experi- 
ence, can give. 

There are some men who work to keep the 
wolf from the door. They work, as it were, 
always on the defensive. Others toil for the 
material rewards alone, caring little for the 
congeniality of the thing if the remuneration 
be satisfactory. They look to the accumulat- 
ing stores of wealth as the final end to all 
endeavor. Then there are others, and more 
of them than we suspect, who work for the 
very joy of it. Choosing that calling which 
to them, by its very nature, will prove a 
great game rather than toil, they go singing 
their way through the years, getting more 
out of the living than some people ever 
dreamed. It is when men work like that— 
for the love of it, for the service of it—that 
they extract from their labors that recom- 
pense which is worth more than much fine 
gold. Incidentally, these men very often 
amass a goodly share of fine gold also. 

After all, it does not make so much differ- 


‘ence about the ealling. Most depends upon 


the individual. We all, or the great ma- 
jority of us, have to work. Truly, most men 
must eat their bread in the, sweat of their 
brow. What better, what more delightfully 
practcial philosophy, than to decide at the 
start to give our hearts to the task.

Gary on Capital and Labor 


(National Republican) 

Judge Elbert H. Gary, president of the 
U. S. Steel Corporation, is one of the far 
sighted industrial leaders who is always ready 
to weigh the other side of conflicts between 
capital and labor, or between eapital and 
public opinion. In a recent address, he said: 

‘‘Never before in the history of the world 
has any country had such an opportunity for 
advancement as the United States possesses 
just at this time. The fundamentals are here, 
the foundation has been laid. It is up to us, 
the people, to do our part. 

‘“What we need and must endeavor to bring 
about is more unity of purpose and action. 
less discord, higher standards, more honesty, 
more work, more energy, more charity, more 
conciliation, more self-denial. 

‘‘From this time forward those who have 
been severely criticized, even though in many 
eases unjustly, should carefully consider all 
the criticisms which have been made with a 
determination to ascertain where and in what 
respect, if any, they have been wrong, and, if 
necessary, to provide a remedy. Likewise 
those who criticize others should more care- 
fully guard against unjust attack. 

“If capital has been arrogant, tyrannical 
or unreasonable, it must overcome its impro- 
prieties or iniquities, and for its own benefit,” 
in self-defense, it must adopt principles of 
propriety and justice. 

“Tf those less prosperous have been un- 
reasonable in their demands or complaints, if 
they have been unwilling to contribute their 
services toward their own necessities, they 
should be more: diligent and more considerate, 
acknowledging the fact that unless capital is 
permitted to legitimately proceed in develop- 
ment and extension and utilization, the whole 
community must suffer. 

‘*In short, it is time for every single interest 
in every department: of our existence, politi- 
cal, social, financial, commercial, industrial or 
educational, to consider unselfishly and fairly 
the interests of all others with the desire and 
intention of benefiting the whole human race.”’

Just within the lust few weeks 
there has been built a room in 
the basement on the east side of 
the big room formerly used as 2 
meeting place for the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Upland and

In January of 
next year the rose bushes now 
around the library will be planted 
at the north edge of the lawn 
west of the library and that part 
will be called the rose garden.

STATEMENT 


The Public School Protective 
League has issued the following 
statement to its members: 

It should be thoroughly under- 
stood that physical examinations 
and medical treatment of pre 
school age children, although urg- 
ed, sanctioned and recommended 
by local, state and federal bodies, 
are not compulsory. No law of 
the state backs the widespread 
movement of the political forces 
now seeking control of the pre- 
school children, but unless the 
tendency to place more and more 
power in matters of physical ex- 
aminations and treatment of school 
children in the hands of publi¢ 
heath administrators is curbed, 
Californians may find themselves 
at no distant date in the position 
of accepting state medicine. Would 
this be any more acceptable than 
state prescribed religion? It is 
only a step from one concession 
to another, and what today may 
appear to be a fine privilege, a 
public benefaction, solicitous, kind- 
ly supervision, a lifting of the ex- 
pense and burden from parents, 
may, by a few turns of the wheel 
of seme future pro-medical legis 
lative body, be resolved into law— 
law’ compelling all parencs tc sub 
mit the care of the bodies of ali 
school ‘children, and perhazs their 
own, to the control of whatever 
particular school of medicine may 
have then gained the reins of gov- 
ernmental power. " 

Wholesale physical examinations 
and medication at best may be de- 
cidedly superficial, inefficient and 
perhaps dangerous. School diag- 
noses, given hurriedly and whole- 
sale, are often erroneous. School 
funds appropriated for the pur- 
pose, while already a heavy bur- 
den on the taxpayers, are un- 
doubtedly inadeqvate to employ

Have Known” was the subject of 
a delightful talk given by Miss 
Mary Jones of Pasadena at ‘the 
regular meeting of the San An- 
tonio Libfary Club, held at San 
Dimas on Saturday the 23rd. Sie 


was personally acquainted with 
Dorothy Canfield Fisher, Elsie 
Singmaster,: Katherine Fullerton 
and Willa S. Cather. Miss Jones 
also had the pleasure of reciting 
‘before Oscar Wilde. He had his 
velvet coat on, his silk stockings 
and wore, his hair bobbed, but 
long. Another time Miss Jones 
lunched with Henry James. How- 
ever, most of her talk, or gossip, 
was of Miss Cather. She was at- 
tending school at the same uni- 
versity that Miss Jones was act- 
ing as librarian, and so she had 
a chance to see much of her. 
While Willa Cather was a splendid 
Greek scholar and graduated at 20 
years of age, Miss Jones remem- 
bered her first sight of her as a 
gawky girl wearing a boy’s flan 
nel shirt and hat, with a skirt, of 
course, and men’s heavy shoes and 
her hair in a straight pompadour 
—as mannish as possible. Her 
transformation into a womanish 
woman, with real woman’s clothes 
and long hair, was very aptly told 
by Miss Jones. However, in crit- 
icising Willa Cather’s works, Miss 
Jones said she never created a 
character—they were all modeled 
after some one she knew or had 
heard of. “Lost Lady” Miss Jones 
considered the best book written 
by Willa Cather. 

Dorothy Canfield Fisher gradu- 
ated from Columbia at the age of 
21. Miss Jones considered . her 
books rather preachy. . However, 
her father and grandfather were 
one a teacher and the other a 
preacher, so what could one ex-

Elsie Singmaster wrote “Sarah 
Saves the Day” and “Sarah of 
Gettysburg,” two books for girls 
that Miss Jones considers the best 
written about Gettysburg because 
Elsie Singmaster certainly knew

Katharine Fullerton lost some 
books at college and eventually 
they were found under her bed.

N Memorial Day of the pres- 
ent year, May 30, according to 
the reckoning of the Pension 
Office, about 131,000 veterans} 
of the Civil War will be still in the! 
land of the living. 

They are passing off life’s stage' 
at a rate somewhat exceeding 1800) 
@ month. But now and then what 
might be called a death epidemic 
strikes them, and three or four 
times that number depart in a 
-thirty-day period. 

Such a death epidemic (says the 
Pension Office) may be due to a 
prevalence of “‘flu;’”’ or it may arrive 
with an exceptionally cold early 
spring, after the old soldiers have 
been warmly housed during the 
winter, pneumonia carrying them 
off, as it were, in flocks. 

They are all nearly the same age 
—men who at the time of the Civil 
War were boys, or hardly more 
than boys. The older veterans have 
already gone, almost all of them. 

The Pension Office has figured 
out, with a certainty of close ap- 
proximation to exactness, the num- 
ber of Civil War veterans who will 
be alive each coming year. Five 
years from now, in 19380, there will 
be just a few more than thirty- 
seven thousand of them left. In 
1985 about sixty-three hundred will 
be alive. In 1940 only three hun- 
dred and forty will remain. 

The last survivor will succumb 
before the first day of January, 
1945. He will nave reached prac- 
tically the utmost limit of human 
longevity, dying probably in his one 
hundred and sixth year, or possibly 
a few months later than that. 


Who Will Be Last To Go? 
That man, today, whoever he may 
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ve, does not reaiize the remarkable 
distinction that awaits him. Most 
remarkable, indeed, it will be, inas- 
much as he will be the only one to 


; Survive out of 2,213,365 men who 


(including the navy and marine 
corps) did military duty on the 
Union side in the great strife of sec- 
tions, 

At the end of the war, 1,727,353 
of that total number remained 
alive—and their average was only 
twenty-eight. Which latter fact 
gives a notion of the youthfulness 
of those who fought in that conflict. 

In 1890 there were still 1,285,471 
of them living; but thereafter they 
began to pass off the scene m.uch 
more rapidly, and the numbe: sur- 
viving ten years later was less than 
one million. Only about 400,000 of 
them were left in 1917. Today, as 
above stated, hardly more than 
131,000 remain; and they are going 
fast. 

They are all very old—a great 
majority well along in the eighties 
or nineties—and, having nearly 
reached the extreme limit of-life, 
they will die off rapidly. All will 
be gone by 1945. 

The last-surviving soldier of the 
war of the Revolution was Daniel 
F. Bakeman. He died at Freedom, 
Cattaraugus county, N. Y., April 5. 
1869, at the age of one hundred and 
nine years. 


Last Revolutionary Widow 

The last-surviving widow of a 
soldier of the Revolution was 
Esther S. Damon, who died at Ply- 
mouth Union, Vt., November 11, 
1906, in her ninety-third year. She

The last’survivor of the War of 
1812, Hiram Cronk, died at Ava, 
N. Y., May 13, 1905. He had 
passed his one hundred and fifth 
birthday sixteen days earlier. 

Hiram, when a centenaria... was 
accustomed to boast that he had 
received an offer of marriage for 
every year in his life. Women, in- 
cluding many who had never seen 
him, were constantly asking him to 
marry them, and the older he grew 
the more desirable he seemed to 
become as a husband. This might 
seem surprising were it not ex- 
plained that the state of New York 
paid him a pension of $75 a month, 
to which the Federa] Government 
added $25, and both allowances 
were transmissible to his widow. 

Widows of Revolutionary soldiers 
to the number of 22,644 were pen- 


sioned, and by special acts of Con- 
gress pensions were granted to 
seventy-eight daughters of* men 
who fought in that war. 

Though the last veteran of the 
War of 1812 died twenty years ago, 
there are still on the pension roll 
twenty-five widows of soldierra who 
took part in that conflict. 

Only twenty-one men who fought 
in the Mexican War are now alive, 
but pensioned widows of that his- 
toric struggle today number 1,348. 

Uncle Sam’s guarantee of an in- 
come for life, even though small, 
to the widow of a’ soldier gave to 
veterans a marriage value which 
many women were quick to ap- 
preciate. Young women used to 
make a business of snaring old sol- 
diers into matrimony, until Con- 
gress, in 1905 made a law declar- 
ing that there should be no pen- 
sions for widows whose rnarriages

Survival Of The Widows 

A great many department sol- 
diers left behind them widows much 
younger than themselves, and thus 
it comes about that at the present 
time the surviving widows far out- 
number the surviving veterans of 
the Civil War. 

Twenty-five years ago about one- 
fourth of the Civil War pensioners 
were widows. A few years later 
they numbered one-third. Now they 
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entire number. The time will soon 
arrive when the widows will out- 
number the veterans ten to one, 
twenty to one, and many years after 
the last old Civil War soldier has 
gone to his grave thousands of 
Civil War widows will still be draw- 
ing allowances from the Govern- 
ment. 

The widows of the World War 
fare far better than those of our 
previous wars. Pensioned under an 
entirely different system, each of 
them gets ‘“‘compensation” at $25 a 
month, plus $10 for the first child, 
$7.50 for the secoad, $5 for the 
third, and $5 for the foufth.

In his first hunt in Southern 
California, Bruce Killed 141- 
pound lion in the Seven Oaks 
country after a three-day hunt in 
which his five faithful foxhounds 
tracked the lion through a terrific 
rain and thunder storm, finally 
treeing it. Bruce killed the ani- 
mal with a revolver. 

Campaign to. Save Deer 

Bruce has been assigned to hunt 
in the San Bernardino mountains 
by the State Fish and Game Com- 
mission in the campaign to eXter- 
minate lions and save the deer 
in the reserves. “It’s a never-end- 
ing struggle for the deer against 
extermination by lions,”, said Bruce 
on his return to the city with the 
skin of his prey: 

“Lions, however, are not as plen- 
tiful as the average person  be- 
lieves,” the hunter said. “In a 
country where lions are ‘plentiful’ 
there is an average of one ffon 
to every 36 square miles. This is 
considered high by lion hunters. 

Lion Kills 50 Deer Yearly | 

“But each lion, it has been con- 
servatively estimated, kills 50 deer 
a year and costs the state approx- 
imately $1,000. The lion is the 
most cunning animal in the for- 
ests. He travels a definite radius 
of between 25 and 30 miles, cov- 
ering the. same ‘beat’ or run, as 
it iis known ‘to hunters, once in 
every four or five days. The lion 
is only killed when he is trapped.
